NO JAPS IN KOREA. 


Berlin, Oct. 13.—(Bulletin.)—The St. 


' Petersburg -correspondent of the Koel- 
nische Zeitung wires today that accord- 
ing to telegrams received in the Rus- 
sian capital from Port Arthur, Admiral 
Alexieff, viceroy of the far East, has 
caused a contradiction ofFthe -report 
that Japanese troops have occupied 
Korea. The reports, says the telegram, 
were evidently intended to serve specu- 


• lative purposes and provoke disquiet. 


KOREA IS DISTURBED 
- 


Vladivostoek, Oct. 13.—Telegrams re- 


ceived here this morning state that 
Korea is in a greatly disturbed -condi- 
tion. A number of fights have occur- 
red between Koreans and Chinese along 
fhe frontier. Japan, the telegrams add, 
accuses M. Pavloff, the Russian minis-

'excuse "for intervention.

WAR SEEMS NEAR 


Baron Hayashi Sees the Crisis in the 


Far East Grew. 


London, Oct. 13.—Deprecating the 


rumors of a Japanese ultimatum to 
Russia. Baron Hayashi, the Japanese 
minister to Great Britain, in an inter- 
view, says he had no information of 
such, a character, adding that had Ja- 
pan taken this action "the Anglo-Jap- 
anese treaty would have necessitated 
my being immediately notified," so 
that he might inform the British gov- 
ernment. 


In spite of the reassuring statements 


of the -foreign office and Baron Haya- 
&hi. tne frequent reiteration that hos- 
tilities between Russia and Japan are 
imminent, the mysterious movements 
of the Russian and Japanese fleets and 
the excited state of public opinion in 
Japan are beginning to cause disquiet 
in Grear-Britain, which by reason of 
her alliance with Japan is intimately 
concerned in any action which the lat- 
ter may take in the far East. Only the 


I most sanguine persons believe that in 


J the ievenf of hostilities they could be 
kept within the limits which would free 
Great Britain from her obligations to 
support her Japanese ally. Even Baron 
Hayashi, who has ridiculed all sugges- 
tions of war, is not so optimistic now. 


Indirectly he admits the possibility 


of war by expressing the nope that in 
the event of a crisis Japan will have 
the active sympathy ofr-her ally, Great j 
.Britain. 


While refusing to credit the reports 


of ah ultimatum having been delivered, 
Baron Hayashi admitted that the diplo- 
matic situation had changed since Oc- 
tober 8, and that developments may 
have arisen from the failure of the Rus- 
sians to fulfill their agreement to evac- 
uate Manchuria on that date. He, how- 
ever. h»d heard nothing from his gov- 
ernment on the subject. 


Che^Foo, the source of the latest ( 
alarming news, is several hundred i 
miles from Ma-Yan-Pho, so the reports 
of Japanese military movements there 
ar#likely to be a repetition of similar 
stories circulated last week which later 
'accounts minimized.
